The road committee of the asso- 


ciated chambers of commerce of the 
San Gabriel valley, headed by Frank 
Wheeler of Claremont as chairman, 
held a conference with Supervisor 
Freseott Cogswell and Eoad Com- 
missioner George Jones at the Hall 
of Records on Tuesday morning iu 
reference to the construction of the 
new road between Baldwin Park and 
El Monte, paralleling the Pacific 
Electric tracks. 


The committee secured a promise 


from these officials that actual con- 
struction of this road would com- 
mence within fourteen days if the 
commissioner decided to build the 
same under force account by the_ 
county. In the event that the road 


should be built by contract it would 
be six weeks before actual construc- 
tion could commence. Orders were 
also issued by Supervisor Cogswell 
to the road commissioner to at once 
purchase the necessary pilings that 
would be required for the construc- 
tion of the bridge crossing the river. 
Before the construction of the bridge 
can be started it will be necessary 
for the flood control office to indicate 
a point at which the dikes necessary 
for that portion of the river should 
be .placed. All the deeds for 
the 


right-of-way are now in the possess- 
ion of the county, and the road com- 
mittee reports that no future delay 
in the early construction of the pro- 
ject is probable.

Children's Camp Is 
Permanent Feature 


As was anticipated a year agoj 


,he need for a permanent health 
jamp up in the San Gabriel canyon 
las so grown that since the first of 
February the preventorium has had 
eighty-five boys, and from now on 


be a permanent affair. A school 


with one teacher was maintained all 
rhe spring, in connection with the 
Azusa schools, and it is planned to 
lave, two regular teachers another 
year. 


A still greater change made this 


summer is that only boys are being 
cared for. Through the seven years ' 
ixperience at the camp it was found 
that there was far greater need for 
medical attention and physical re- 
labilitation among the boys with 
ess opportunity for such help than 
for the girls, most of whom are now 
being cared for by other organiza- 
tions. So from now on only boys 
from eight to fourteen will be in 
the San Gabriel camp, a hundred at 
a time, under the care of four nurs- 
es. When the general condition of a 
boy, his weight and vigor come up 
to standard and remain there for a 
month or more, he is then taken 
home, to still be under observation 
and supervision. Under present con- 
ditions a boy may have this camp 
care, with abundance of wholesome 
food, medical supervision, pure air, 
schooling and happy recreation, for 
a full half year if necessary, instead

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Covina District Helps Santa Barbara After Earthquake 
6 LOCAL

The Covina-Pomona district did its 


share in helping Santa Barbara re- 
cover from the recent earthquake 
and get back to normal, through the 
local Southern Counties Gas com- 
pany, which serves gas at Santa Bar- 
bara and Montccito, according to C. 
G. Spencer, local district manager of 
the company, A crew of eight local 
men, each an expert in his line, spent 
more than a week in the stricken 
city working long shifts in order to 
enable the company to resume gas 
service to the 7.500 consumers. 


On the same flay that the earth- 


quake occurred. Spencer sent fully 
equipped trucks, together with an 
emergency crew, to Santa Barbara. 
Arriving in the northern city on the 
day of the disaster, this crew did 
valuable work in assisting the city's 
engineers in cleaning up the fallen 
debris from State street and in the 
stricken zone. 


In less than 24 hours after the 


earthquake, the local gas men were 
at work on their huge task of re- 
pairing the Southern Counties Gas 
company's damaged distributing sys- 
tem. Investigation showed that, the 
company's mains were severed in 
more than fifty places, while 250 ser- 
vices were broken. The first emer- 


gency move made by the company 
was to shut off each of the 7,500 ser- 
vices throughout Santa Barbara and 
Montecito with the view of prevent- 
ing fire or explosions. 


AVhen nil services had been discon- 


nected, the company began the task 
of reconstructing the damaged mains. 
Special low combustible gas which 
gave off a strong odor was manufac- 
tured at the company's plant and 
turned into the mains. Because of 
the strong odor made by the gas, the 
emergency crews were able to locate 
easily the leaks and hastily repair 
the damaged mains. 


One man in Santa Barbara. Henry 


F. Ktez, early watch engineer for 
the company, deserves praise for 
his cool-headed work in the emergen- 
cy. While the quake was still rock- 
ing the gas plant, Ketz lost no time 
in closing the large valve which sup- 
plies the city with gas. This move 
on his part, company engineers say, 
prevented possible fires and saved 
the city millions of dollars in fire 
losses. In addition to thanks from 
company officials, Ketz has received 
a beautifully engraved watch from 
President and General Manager Fer- 
dinand R. Bain 
of the Southern 


Counties Gas company. 


"We are mighty proud of our lo-

toil the things which go to make the life of the worker 
worth the living. This reciprocal plan includes more than 
those material compensations which man has come to ex- 
pect. It includes a sense of satisfaction in something well 
done, gradual acquirement of that education which only 
work, coupled with experience, can give. 


There are some men who work to keep the wolf from 


the door. They work, as it were, always on the defensive. 
Others toil for the material rewards alone, caring little for 
the congeniality of the thing if the remuneration be satis- 
factory. They look to the accumulating stores of wealth 
as the final end to all endeavor. Then there are others, 


and more of them than we suspect, wiho work for the very 


joy of it. Choosing that calling which to them, by its very 
nature, will prove a great game rather than toil, they go 
singing their way through the years, getting _more out of 


the living than some people ever dreamed. It is when men 


work like that—for the love of it, for the service of it— 
that they extract from their labors that recompense which 
is worth more than much fine gold. Incidentally, these 
men very often amass a goodly share of fine gold also. 


After all, it does not make much differen.ce about the 


calling. Most depends upon the individual. We all, or 
the,great majority of us; have to work.:. Truly,.mpst men,, 
must eat their bread in the sweat of their brow. What 
better, what more delightfully practical philosophy, than

A Matter of 
Self-Respect 


San Bernardino Sun: According to the report of the 


superintendent of state prison- labor camps in California, 
convicts working in them earned $79.808 in wages the 
past year. This is somewhat deceptive, because they are 
credited with only the net after deduction of the cost of 
their keep, which net is given as 30 cents a day. This 
lo'oks like a small wage, but there are many workers out- 
side prisons who do not have 30 cents a day to their credit 
after all expenses of their keep have been paid. Nearly 
one quarter of these earnings have been voluntarily sent 
out for the support of relatives and other dependents. 


Thirty cents a day seems like a small sum, yet it repres- 


ents the difference between the up-grade and the down- 
grade in human life. The worst aspect of prison life is not 
some of the hardships it involves, but its denial of oppor- 
tunity to retain his self-respect. He is treated like an utter 
outcast, with no influence to make him desire to live a 
better life, or to change his mental attitude towards so- 
ciety. As a ride he emerges from prison more of.a menace 
to his fellowmen than when he entered and more likely to 
commit new crimes than he was to commit the one for 
which he was incarcerated. 


There is £ tendency.to call all efforts at reformation of 


convicts through education, kind treatment and the pro- 
vision of conditions that have a psj'chologieal stimulus to 
self-respect and honor as mere "frills and fads." Yet if 
we i?an stimulate the spirit of self-respect and honor among 
prisoners we .may be sure that on the average they will 
leave prison less a menace to society than they were when 
they entered, and after all that is the chief object in im- 
prisonment—the protection of society. Nothing so much 
contributes to this as the honor system and the opportunity 
to earn wages ,be they never so small. A convict who feels 
that he has been robbed of his labor through unpaid em- 
ployment, especially if to a contractor, leaves prison all 
the more ready to rob somebody else. This is a large, sub- 
ject and.can not be treated in a few words, but soeiety- 
suffers whenever it violates the plain principles of human 
nature.

An exchange says that notwithstanding the fact that 


nearly a million and a half unemployed remain in Great 
Britain, yet there are certain lines of skilled labor in which 
there is a shortage of available men. This fact suggests the 
title. Certain people are unemployable because of lack of 
health. Others are unemployable because of old age. There 
are others unemployable because there is really nothing 
they know how to do; and some are unemployable because 
of a certain lack of ability. Jobs may be awaiting them, 
tasks may go undone, work may be begging for workers, 
but this class cannot fill these positions. 


One of the tragedies of life is the tragedy of incompe- 


tence. There are those who seem able to do nothing well. 
The cause of this inability are many. The cure is one for 
which society must seek, if it is to raise the level of social 
well-being. There are brains enough in America to solve 
this question. The deep problem is, have we the heart that 
cares for the unemployable?

Ocean Waves Trifle 


to Those of the Air 


It is rather.startling to Learn, and 


from high scientific authority, too, 
that we are living most of the time 
submerged in waves to which the 
greatest waves of the ocean are 
mere rlppJes In point of size. When 
a current of air blows across a wa- 
fer surface water waves are pro- 
duced, and when a current of air 
blows across a surface of quiet air, 
or air having a different motion 
from the first current, then air 
waves are produced. 


These atmospheric waves, we are 


assured, have all of the phenomena 
of water waves—troughs, crests, 
foam, 
breakers 
and 
spray—but 


since the qualities of air and water 
are so different the air waves have 
dimensions over 2,500 times those 
of the corresponding water waves. 


Thus the great ocean waves of 


perhaps 
twenty-five 
feet 
height 


would have atmospheric counter- 
parts extending upward a distance 
of ten or twelve rulles above the 
earth's surface. 


The undulating movement of such 


air waves account's in part for the 
Intermittent gusts of wind which 
we notice so frequently in storms.— 
Washington Star.

Few "White" Buffaloes 
In the old dnys Indians cherished 


the white buffalo roije as almost 
beyond price. 


In 1832 or 1833 the Manclans, says 


the Pittsburgh Sun, hearing that 
the Blackfeet at the mouth of the 
Yellowstone had a white buffalo 
robe, sent a delegation with eight 
horses and with tr. ding goods the 
200 miles to procure the robe If pos- 
sible. 


The delegation left the horses and 


the goods and returned afoot with 
the robe. This was consecrated to 
the Great Spirit and hung upon a 
pole, out of touch, as powerful medi- 
cine. 


It Is snld that not one In 100,000 


huffalo was white. 
Even at that, 


the color was likely to be a yellow- 
ish white, and the robe was known 
by the plainsmen as a "buckskin" 
robe. The pure white robe scarcely 
existed. 


Basilicas 


The name "Basilica" was given in 


ancient Rome to bulldinps used as 
meeting places for business men, 
and as courts of Justice. A basilica 
consisted of a long central hall or 
nave, with aisles, the aisles being 
separated from the nave by pillars 
supporting the roof. At the end of 
the nave, opposite the entrance, was 
a raised platform, or dlas, with 
seats for the judges. To give addi- 
tional space there was sometimes 
added at this farther end, a semi- 
circular structure called an apse. 
After the Introduction of Chris- 
tianity, basilicas were very general- 
ly converted Into churches, and thus 
it is that the form of the modern 
cathedral is derived from the an- 
cient Roman basilica.—Kansas City 
Star.
